It is fully issued, with clear signatures of Joseph 
Pearson, James McClure, and John Taylor Gilman (who signed the guar- 
antee on the back).

Salvador as one of the three signers. Francis Salvador was the first person 
of the Jewish faith to be elected to public office in America, when he was 
elected to the Provincial Congress of South Carolina in 1774. According to 
Newman, he was the first soldier of the Jewish faith to be killed in combat 
in the American Revolution. Our understanding of the same story was that 
George Washington had personally requested that he meet with the local 
Indians in an effort to make a peace treaty with them. While on this mis- 
sion, he was killed by the Indians. This is the finest Salvador signature that 
we can recall seeing, and his signature is one of the most highly prized and 
elusive of all Jewish-American historical figures.” The note faces up very 
nicely, with PMG noting a restoration that has repaired two splits and a 
centerfold.

out on ribbons above and below. PMG notes splits and some minor 
repairs to seal them.

This note is sharply printed on bright paper with nice margins 
and indented end, as well as clear signatures of B. Dandridge, William 
Norvell, and Robert Carter Nicholas, signing as Treasurer. There are 
actually two B. Dandridge signatures on this note, suggesting it was a 
partially filled in remainder that was never issued in 1773. Dandridge was 
a signer on both issues. PCGS gave this note an Apparent grade due to 
a small repaired edge split at bottom right which, even then, seems a bit 
harsh. It is not going to bother many today, and it has no real impact on 
this attractive note’s desirability.

It has a provenance 
that traces back to the extensive John R. Fraser Fractional Collection that 
was very strong in Experimentals and Specimens. The Fraser Collection 
went under the hammer in 1982. The term “Negative Essay” comes from 
the appearance of the notes, which look at first glance like a photograph 
negative. This is best viewed on the eagle at top center. The eagle’s head is 
white on the issued notes, while dark on a Negative Essay. Also, under the 
eagle’s wings is dark on the issued notes, but white on a Negative Essay. 
The term “Negative Essay,” while it would not be technically correct in 
the realm of professional photography, has been universally accepted by 
Fractional collectors, dealers, and researchers.

Cancellation of the note 
was executed with three pie-shaped holes. Milton 2E25F.4a is listed as 
unique in Milton’s Encyclopedia and his description mentions lot number 
335 from the Jess Peters Boston ANA auction held on August 23, 1973. 
Our perusal of the Peters catalogue found that lot 335 was not plated, 
and therefore comparison to the autographed Experimental in hand was 
not possible. However, we did notice in the catalogue that lots 336, 337, 
339, and 340 were all Fractional Specimens that were also autographed by 
Mr. Burke. These four lots and close to 100 more lots of Fractional in that 
1973 auction came from the Julian Marks Collection. We do not know 
if the population remains at one or if we are offering a previously unre- 
ported example of Milton 2E25F.4a, but we do know that we have never 
offered another example and that it will receive serious attention from 
Fractional collectors.

Uniface 
and seen with the usual two half-moon cancels and purple “SPECIMEN” 
diagonally through the portrait. Spencer Clark was the first superinten- 
dent of the National Currency Bureau during the years 1862-68. The NCB 
became the Bureau of Engraving and Printing in 1874. Mr. Clark passed 
away on December 10, 1890. His widow gave his Fractional Proofs and 
Experimentals that he had retained to coin dealer Ed Frossard of New 
York to sell. Frossard contacted the Treasury Department in order to find 
out if he could legally sell these numismatic items. He was told that he 
could sell them as long as the notes were punched and cancelled. Frossard 
then applied the half moon punches and the blue “Specimen” rubber 
stamping cancellations to the notes in his possession. Therefore, all of the 
examples with these characteristics can be provenanced to the holdings of 
Spencer Clark. They were sold through Frossard’s Special List No. 8 of a 
Unique Collection of Essays & Proofs of United States Fractional Currency 
of the S(pencer) M. Clark Collection dated October 1, 1893. There are as 
made wrinkles in the paper.

The Jefferson stamp is well centered on this example. In indirect light, 
the mica is clear for the most part, while tilting the piece reveals a large 
amount of crazing. A tiny hole in the mica is found at 11 o'clock. The 
encasement has toned nicely over the years, while the advertising side 
does have a small area of damage running through the “” after the “F” 
in “B.F. Miles.” By 1880, Dr. Miles had left his drug store. He was then 
employed as a grain commission merchant and he also was in the insur- 
ance business. He passed away of kidney disease on April 22, 1889.

This attribution is 
deduced from the fact that Martin L. Smith was commissioned as Major 
of Engineers after resigning from the Union Army on April 1, 1861, 
remaining in that position until February 1862. In 1864 he briefly served 
as the head of the Engineer Corps for the entire Confederate Army. He 
survived the war, surrendering in May, 1865.

While 
Manouvrier produced, at the time, the only CSA treasury note with a 
printed back and the only face with no vignettes, he did not master the 
concept of secure shipping. His shipment of these $5s and companion 
$10 notes was intercepted enroute when the flimsy packaging failed. A 
number of $10s were placed in circulation with false signatures, resulting 
in the $10 design being withdrawn from circulation. To this day, we do 
not know what the $10 design looked like, although some have speculated 
it was very similar to this design. This example, which is not cancelled, 
is printed on paper somewhat brighter than often found on this issue 
and has a fairly bold blue back. PMG notes only a few stains which are 
not unexpected for a note that has spent some time in circulation.

This example is a bit soiled and stained, but is 
wholly without repairs or glaring impairments.

14,860 examples were issued before 
the fall of New Orleans in late April, 1862 put an emphatic end to produc- 
tion (apparently the plates were not evacuated from the city). The design 
features a large train vignette flanked by vignettes of Justice at right and 
an allegorical woman, perhaps Hope or Navigation, at left. As is the case 
with many notes of ths design, this example has been hammer cancelled, 
but the bright paper and bold printing certainly partially offset this.

About the only thing redone 
was the text in the center of the note, and the addition of several red- 
orange protective design elements. Lost to the designers was the identity 
of the gentleman at lower left, John Elliot Ward. Recent evaluations has 
placed Ward in the anti-war camp, but more research has revealed a 
much less clear picture of Ward’s allegiances. Ward carried out sev- 
eral projects overseas for the Confederate government during the war 
although he was not a fire-brand supporter of secession. Ward did finally 
move to New York to practice law, but not until after the Civil War’s con- 
clusion. The fact that only 20,333 notes were issued suggests that the plate 
must have been directly modified and must have been fairly well worn 
to begin with. Always a popular note with both CSA and obsolete paper 
money collectors, as the original Georgia note made from this plate is 
also available.

This note has the same origins as T23 $10s - a donated plate from the 
Mechanics Savings Bank of Atlanta.

As 
Fricke noted in 2014, examples in About Uncirculated and higher grades 
are rare, usually being tightly held. Adhesive residue is mentioned by 
PMG.

Only 7,160 notes of this design were issued for a scant ten days between November 26 and December 5, 1861. The exact reason for the abrupt termination 
still remains unclear. With approximately 140 or so survivors known to exist, this is one of the keys to the Confederate series. This note clearly served 
its intended purpose, with lots of wear, a piece missing out of the right margin, and two cutout cancels in the signatures noted. PMG also notes mount- 
ing adhesive residue stains in each corner on the back. Nonetheless, as veteran dealer Don Fisher was often fond of saying “Bad Breath is better than No 
Breath at all.” This note can certainly fill a hole in your collection until a better example comes along, or your budget can deal with the sticker price on a

Henry M. Miller was appointed Major 
and Commissary Subsistence on August 16, 1862 reporting to General 
Thomas Lanier Clingman who, at the time, was commanding a Brigade 
of North Carolina infantry. By mid-1863 it appears that he was serving 
in that role in Ransom’s Brigade. That unit was commanded by Major 
General Robert Ransom, Jr. and later his brother Matt W. Ransom. At 
the time this note was issued the brigade was serving around Richmond, 
western Virginia, and eastern Tennessee. The note appears to have seen 
little time in circulation, and is fully framed and well printed on bright 
paper watermarked CSA in vertical block letters with an unoxidized red- 
orange HUNDRED protector.

Considering the amount of notes issued, the undeveloped state of tech- 
nology, and the pressures of wartime production, surprisingly few major 
Confederate errors appear.

A 
pleasant note, with PMG mentioning only some light stains and a lightly 
penciled “162” on the back.

Bold embossing of the serial number, 38033-B, can be see on this beautiful dark red underprint $500. It was printed during the waning days of the 
Civil War, as General Sherman turned north after the capture of Savannah and set his sights on the capital of the first state to secede, Columbia, South 
Carolina. Columbia was the location of the Confederate Note Bureau and this note’s printer, Keatinge & Ball. Columbia surrendered to the Union Army 
on February 17, 1865 and the next day, the Union Army destroyed anything of military value in the city. Luckily, this well preserved example was print- 
ed, serial numbered, signed, and kept out of harm’s way during the tumultuous conclusion of the war. 


PMG has graded only one T64 equal and none finer out of the 1,626 that they have examined. In September 2020, we auctioned our previous highest 
graded example. It was a PMG 65 EPQ PF-2 pink underprint note that went for $3,360. Currently, there are thirteen 65 EPQ T64 pieces graded by PMG, 
compared to only two T64 notes that have earned the grade of 66 EPQ. With that in mind, we feel that tonight’s Gem $500 condition rarity will have a 
very good chance of setting a record price for this Fricke/Criswell number.

Featuring a portrait of Howell Cobb is this attractive stock certificate with a minimum of handling for the grade. It is often referred to as a bond and was 
part of the first issue authorized by the Confederate States of America on February 28, 1861 in the amount of $15,000,000. The certificates of this issue 
were due in ten years, on September 1, 1871 and interest was to be paid in specie semi-annually. They were available to the public beginning on April 17, 
1861 with the announcement stating in part, “every citizen throughout the Confederate States will have the opportunity of taking a share of the benefit, 
and at the same time of sustaining the cause of the country.” The Confederate Congress was meeting in Montgomery when these were authorized, thus 
the Montgomery location listed on the bonds rather than Richmond. 


The Ball reference lists two varieties. The $50 stock certificates attributed as Ball 10 are numbered 1-250 and dated April 11 through May 16, 1861, 
while the Ball 11 examples are listed as having been numbered 251-391 and dated May 17, 1861 to March 1, 1865. Also with the Ball 11 examples, 
“Montgomery” was crossed out and “Richmond” handwritten in its place. The example in this lot is dated May 1, 1864 and does not fit perfectly into 
Ball’s type 11 designation for these pieces as it is numbered 754. Also, “Montgomery” was not crossed out and replaced by “Richmond” on this example. 
The initials of unknown clerks in the Confederate Treasury Department are seen in the “entered” and “recorded” fields at lower left and help confirm 
that this is a late issue example, as the earlier certificates were all entered by H.D. Capers, who was Secretary of the Treasury Christopher Memminger’s 
personal secretary, and recorded by Acting Register C.T. Jones. The earlier certificates were signed by the first Register of the Treasury, Alexander B. 
Clitherall. When, the Confederate capital moved to Richmond in July 1861, Clitherall decided to resign and stay in his home state of Alabama. Therefore, 
Clitherall’s signature is only found on the Montgomery issues of these February 28, 1861 certificates. This $50 stock certificate was signed by Robert 
Tyler (1816-1877), the eldest son of John Tyler, the tenth U.S. President. Robert Tyler was the second Register of the Treasury for the CSA government. He 
assumed that position on August 13, 1861 and served until the end of the war. 


Four books of the $50 stock certificates/registered bonds were printed with 250 certificates housed in each book. Records are unclear if all four of the 
books reached the Confederacy as this issue of bonds was actually printed by the ABNCo in New York while using the “American Bank Note Co New 
Orleans” imprint. One source indicates that bonds numbered 1 through 391 were actually issued from the first two books (1-250 and 251-500). No exam- 
ples from the third book, numbers 501-750, have been reported to our knowledge. However, it has been reported that a few remainder bonds from the 
fourth book of bonds, numbers 751-1000, appeared in the market place between 1983-85. This information comes to us from footnote number 8 found 
on page 241 of the first edition of Comprehensive Catalog and History of Confederate Bonds by Douglas B. Ball, PhD. The signature of Robert Tyler on 
this certificate has been called into question and another observation regarding this certificate is that Treasury clerks generally included all three of their 
initials rather than only two as found on this example. Taking the past and current information into consideration this would appear to be one of the so- 
called remainder bonds. Nonetheless, this certificate is still an interesting item. 


More information was received from Crutch Williams concerning the often told story that Clitherall resigned instead of going to Richmond and that the 
move was in July 1861. That is incorrect according to Crutch as, “The last day of business in Montgomery for Secretary of the Treasury Memminger, as 
evidenced by a letter, was May 28th when he wrote to George Trenholm. Memminger told Trenholm he would be, “in Charleston on Thursday the 30th 
and would spend a day there with him and bankers &c.” The move up to Richmond likely began prior to the 28th and Treasury Department business 
began on June 5th as evidenced by another letter where Secretary Memminger wrote a railroad official in Mississippi. Clitherall did not resign until June 
20th and he was in Richmond working through that Saturday. His resignation took effect Monday the 22nd. 


A great piece of Confederate history with the back PMG label of this bond stating that this example was previously mounted and having a small hole, 
which is in actuality a tiny hole in the rosette at upper right.

The note features portraits of Franklin and 
Washington flanking two allegorical women and a cherub seated in a 
large 5. It was printed by Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co. on India 
paper mounted on cardstock with no cancellations noted. We are aware 
of four examples at present which appeared in the 1990 ABNCo Archives 
sale as an uncut four subject sheet.

Both your cataloger and Gunther-Derby believe that the issuer of this 
note is actually a firm by the name of M.M. Freeman & Co. whose par- 
ticulars are not known at present. Because at least one other merchant 
is known to have issued a similar note / different denomination, it is 
becoming more apparent that both merchants were not the intended 
original issuers of these notes which were clearly intended for someone 
involved in the leather / boots and shoes business. Ft. Gaines sits at the 
end of Dauphin Island, a barrier island off the coast of Mobile Bay and 
a place that in 1862 would have been virtually uninhabited save for Fort 
Gaines itself. That fort, originally built in 1821, was an integral part of the 
Confederate defensive network at the approaches to Mobile Bay and was 
taken by Union ground forces after Admiral Farragut’s ships had passed 
the fort and destroyed the Confederate fleet at the Battle of Mobile Bay 
on August 5, 1864. This colorful note, which depicts an amazing array of 
boots and shoes at center, consistent with its unique promise to redeem it 
for leather goods or current bank notes, served as the plate note in both 
the Rosene and Gunther-Derby state catalogs. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20107 Huntsville, AL- Bank of the State of Alabama, Huntsville 
Branch $10 18__ UNL Gunther-Derby AS-007-$10c Proof PMG Gem 
Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 

The Bank of the State of Alabama was created in 1824, and due to wide- 
spread corruption was liquidated by state authorities, culminating in the 
bank’s closing in 1845. Final settlements dragged on into the 1850s. The 
$10 design features Agriculture, Prosperity, and Navigation seated flanked 
by a standing Native American warrior at left and a standing maiden at 
right with a small vignette of agricultural products and tools at bottom 
center. The note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with 
no forms of cancellation present in the signature spaces. Excessively rare, 
with only two examples known to us at present.

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20108 Huntsville, AL- Bank of the State of Alabama, Huntsville 
Branch $20 Post Note 18__ Derby-Gunther UNL Proof PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 64. 

The Bank of the State of Alabama was created in 1824. Due to wide- 
spread corruption, state authorities moved to liquidate the bank and its 
branches, which culminated with the bank’s closing in 1845. Final settle- 
ments dragged on into the middle of the next decade. This design, which 
features a portrait of a Native American chief flanked by identical canal 
scene vignettes as well as that of an eagle, also has a female portrait at left 
and a vignette of a sailor at right inscribed Don’t Give Up the Ship (refer- 
ring to the famous James Lawrence War of 1812 quote). It is printed on 
India paper, mounted on cardstock, with no types of cancellations pres- 
ent. This design is not listed in Haxby, Rosene, or the new Gunther-Derby 
catalog, and is the only example known to us at present.

Starting Bid: $750 
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20109 Mobile, AL- Planters’ & Merchants’ Bank of Mobile $10 18__ 
G10 Gunther-Derby AO-332-$10a Proof PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 
EPQ. 

The bank was short-lived, being only in operation from 1836 until it sus- 
pended in 1842. Adorning the note is a classic Underwood Bald Spencer 
& Hufty design, with a center vignette of Commerce seated on a bale with 
a riverboat in the distance and another vignette of an early train at bot- 
tom center. These are flanked by four cameo-like medallion counters that 
were virtually impossible for counterfeiters to successfully duplicate. The 
note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with rectangular 
cutouts in the signature spaces. This design did not appear in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale, and this example is one of only two known to us at 
present, with the other example exhibiting minor damage. Based on the 
known plate letters (A and D) there theoretically could be another two 
examples out there somewhere.

Starting Bid: $500 
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20110 Tuskegee (Auburn?), AL- Sills & Dillard at Tuskegee 
Insurance Company 25¢ Aug. 26, 1862 Rosene 339-2 Gunther-Derby 
AO-470-$.25a Remainder PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

The company was incorporated on January 19, 1856 with a capital 
of $50,000. It was authorized to issue promissory notes and bills of 
exchange, but was specifically prohibited from issuing any “bills, bonds, 
notes or other securities, to circulated in the community as money....” It 
has a simple red decorative panel at left and a small red 25 protector at 
center. Based on the signatures on other notes of H.C. Sills and Dillard, 
this appears to actually be a merchant issue payable at the insurance com- 
pany rather than an issue of the company itself. H.C. Sills was a very pros- 
perous farmer whose 1860 address, according to the Federal Census, was 
in nearby Auburn, AL. He appears to have partnered with either C.C. or 
G.C. Dillard, who are both listed in the 1860 Federal Census as merchants 
also residing in Auburn. PMG notes that this note has several small stains 
and holes which affect nothing. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20111 San Francisco, CA- Miners Bank $5 Mar. 1, 1849 Remainder PMG Choice Fine 15. 

Pure play obsolete bank notes from antebellum California are virtually non-existent. This is a happy exception to that statement. As we said when we 
auctioned another example of this design as part of the Eric Newman Collection in our 2015 Central States Currency Signature Auction: “This quintes- 
sential Gold Rush note bank title has the engraved date of 1849. Detailed facts concerning the plate ordering, potential bank organization and the issuance 
of notes have never been confirmed by primary sources. The only information appearing in contemporary accounts indicated that Californians loathed 
paper money and wanted specie, gold or barter. There was a Miners Bank of Stephen A. Wright, who organized in 1848 and issued gold coins. But whether 
he ordered the Danforth & Hufty, New-York & Phila. engraved four-subject plate for these sheets and notes to be issued is not verified. The Miners Bank gold 
coin issues and these notes are not necessarily one and the same issuer (despite one note being “signed” by Stephen A. Wright and pictured in Kagin’s book). 
However, it is clear that remainder notes, most falsely filled in, and proofs from the series exist and as a class are extremely rare. The four-subject proof sheet 
discovered in the American Banknote Company Archive book of Damforth & Hufty proofs is the most rare. The sheet’s configuration is $1-$3-$5-$10; the 
sole $10 example known is contained on the sheet. Counting the single impressions from the proof sheet, there are four $1 notes (one an individual proof, one 
in an institutional collection and illustrated in the Marckhoff article, the Ford note, and the note on the proof sheet); two $3 notes (one in Ford XX); three 
$5 notes, including this example now being offered to the numismatic community for the first time; and finally, the mentioned unique $10 proof impression 
from the ABN-Schingoethe collection-Private collection sheet. This is a bond paper remainder note from the Danforth & Hufty, New-York & Phila. engraved 
plate. At the top and slightly to the right, between two counters, is a paddlewheel steamer and two sailboats on choppy seas. At upper left is a tall vignette of 
Justice holding scales aloft. Standing Liberty is at the lower right holding a pole with Phrygian cap as she rests against a shield. At the base is a tiny vignette 
of a steamboat. Although clearly a bank demand note, it was an unknown series to Haxby (Ford had a Miners Bank $1 proof from this series, but appar- 
ently did not give Haxby research access to any of his proofs or other Obsoletes). The Haxby reference would be CA-5 G6 as a matter of classification.... this 
is one of very few to ever come across the auction block. Though this is not specifically a Western Territorial gold issuer paper money series, it complements 
all Territorial gold issues and is collected with them.” The example being offered here, while also having false signatures, is quite superior to the Newman 
piece, having only some benign split repairs that do not distract from the note’s appeal. We expect spirited bidding for this excessively rare California 
Gold Rush era note. 

Starting Bid: $3,000 
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20112 St. (San) Francisco, CA- Miners Bank of Savings of Alta California $1 18__ Remainder PMG Very Fine 30. 

The background on this issuer is rather murky. If we take everything at face value, this note was printed by Gavit & Co., a smallish security printer out 
of Albany, NY who went on to become the smallest partner in the ABNCo merger in 1858. Circa 1849-50 there were two banks in San Francisco, CA (1) 
the Miners Bank, owned by Stephen A. Wright and (2) the Miners Exchange and Savings Bank. There simply is not enough information known to accu- 
rately assess whether the Miners Bank of Savings of Alta California had any connection to either one of these banks. What we can say is that the $1 is 
contemporary to the period and is quite rare, with only four examples known at present. The note is well printed on correct paper, and features detailed 
vignettes of Ceres seated at right and a maiden holding a large shield with a ONE on it at left. This example is by far the nicest of the four $1s of which we 
are aware at present. PMG mentions that the note has been previously mounted as evidenced by minute mounting fragments on the back. This note will 
enhance any collection to which it is added. 

Starting Bid: $6,250 
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20113 Aguilar, CO- The Ideal Mercantile Company 25c July 1, 1911 
PMG About Uncirculated 53. 

This small Las Animas County community has faded into nothing in 
recent years, but when this piece was issued it was a flourishing coal 
mining town. Within two years after the date on this scrip, the county 
became the scene of an epic struggle between organized coal workers, 
strikebreakers, and National Guardsmen brought in by the Rockefeller 
owned Colorado Fuel and Iron Company. Known as the Colorado 
Coalfield War, the strife lasted for months, with Aguilar’s post office 
and other buildings destroyed in an arson attack related to the strike. We 
know of only one other example from this issuer, a 50 cent example in 
similar grade which sold for $1,645 seven years ago. PMG notes a small 
stain which affects little on a note of this rarity. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20114 Birmingham, CT- Manufacturers Bank $5 18__ G8 Proof 
PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

The Manufacturers Bank opened in 1848 before merging into the 
Birmingham National Bank in 1865. The $5 design features a farmer 
plowing with a mixed team of a horse and oxen flanked by a portrait of 
a young woman at left and Pat Lyon at the forge at right. A small eagle 
appears at bottom center. The note is printed on India paper. Three 
examples of this design (likely including this note) were in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale, and possibly represent the only surviving notes of 
this design.

FLORIDA 
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20115 Fernandina, FL- Bank of Fernandina $5 Dec. 1, 1859 G2a 
Benice 4 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

The bank’s charter was approved on January 15, 1859 under the gen- 
eral incorporation rather than banking laws. After Union forces over- 
ran Fernandina in March 1862, the bank moved to Starke. Most sources 
indicate that the bank did not survive to the end of the Civil War. This 
note bears an impressive vignette of a large sidewheeler steamer in a busy 
harbor at center, which is flanked by large red denominational end panels 
designed to thwart photographic counterfeiting attempts. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20116 Jacksonville, FL- Florida Atlantic and Gulf Central Rail Road 
Co. $2 Jan. 1, 1860 Benice 37 PMG Very Fine 20. 

The railroad finished construction of its route between Jacksonville and 
Alligator Town (now Lake City), FL in 1860. Surviving the war, it eventu- 
ally ended up as part of today’s CSX system. The note features a center 
vignette of an early passenger train flanked by vignettes of two Native 
American warriors and the Florida coastline. PMG mentions a minor 
repair which refers to a sealed pinhole below the “I” in “RAIL”. Benice 
lists this uniface variety as an R-7 note (4-12 known). This assessment 
seems to be affirmed by the fact that most of the examples that we have 
handled of this denomination have the green decorative back. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20117 Jacksonville, FL- Florida Atlantic & Gulf Central Rail Road 
Co. $3 Jan. 1, 1860 Benice 39 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

The $3 design features a large vignette of a passenger train flanked by 
vignettes of cattle being driven down a road lined with telegraph poles at 
left and a Native American mother and child at right. Aside from some 
rust mentioned by PMG, this note is free of repairs or meaningful impair- 
ments. This is the first $3 of this design that we have offered from this 
issuer in one of our public auctions. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20118 Jacksonville, FL- Bank of St. Johns $10 May 2, 1859 G4a 
Benice 7 PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

An attractive red and black note that has a detailed vignette depicting 
the moment a hunter shoots a deer with his dog in hot pursuit. This is 
flanked by a vignette of a Native American warrior and the state banking 
die. A reddish brown tint covers the note. Much nicer than most of the 
examples offered of this denomination. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20119 (Not Specified), FL- Brunswick & Florida Steam Boat & Stage 
Line $65 18__ Benice 8 Remainder PMG Choice Very Fine 35 Net. 

The connection to Florida, other than the stops in the state along the 
route from Mobile to Charleston, is tenuous. This was apparently a $65 
“ticket” that could be used to purchase a seat one way from Mobile, AL to 
Charleston, SC or could be cashed for face value at any office of the com- 
pany. This large format ticket / note features a vignette of a wagon being 
loaded with a steamboat in the distance flanked by vignettes of an early 
train to left and perhaps Navigation or Commerce at right. PMG assigns 
a net grade due to cardstock mounting. It appears that there is a fold split 
on this example. We are aware of two other examples. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20120 Pensacola, FL- City of Pensacola 50¢ Feb. 1, 1862 Benice 32 
PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

The state legislature authorized the city to issue 25,000 5¢, 10¢, 25¢, 
and 50¢ notes on December 17, 1861. It is quite surprising that this note 
boldly indicated it was redeemable in SPECIE, a remarkable claim for a 
note issued by a southern municipality nearly a year after the start of the 
Civil War. Thus far, this is the only denomination known, with Benice 
estimating between 13 and 30 surviving examples in 2008. This is by far 
the nicest condition example of this note that we have handled, with PMG 
mentioning only a few inconsequential stains on the back which are not 
visible from the face. The last time this note crossed the auction block in 
2017, it brought $1,410 and this price level should be tested again tonight. 
Starting Bid: $500 
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20121 St. Augustine, (East) FL- Unknown Issuer 25¢ 183__ 
Remainder Benice 12B PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

An amazing note whose design was originally produced in 1823 for use 
during the 1820s. With the passage of time, the plate was reengraved to 
reflect an 183__ date. The plate’s most intriguing rework was changing 
the quarter dollar reverse vignette so that it reads CONFED STATES OF 
AMERICA rather than UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. Although the 
date was not changed on this example, issued examples exist with the 
modified 18__ dateline; the fourth and final modification to this plate. 
Excessively rare and sure to be a hit with Florida, Confederate, and coin 
vignette collectors alike. PMG notes that this example has been previ- 
ously mounted. 

Starting Bid: $1,500 
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20122 St. Joseph, FL- Corporation of St. Joseph 50¢ 184__ Benice 20 
Proof PMG Very Fine 20 Net. 

St. Joseph was founded in 1835 and was a prosperous and growing ship- 
ping port town. By 1841, however, the town had suffered a major fire 
and also several yellow fever epidemics. This was followed by major 
hurricanes in 1843 and 1851 which effectively caused the town to be 
abandoned. The town in its halcyon days managed to issue two different 
series of scrip, with this unusual note being from the second emission. 
This note was printed by the partnership of Jules Manouvrier and P. Snell 
and is one of the earliest products done by Manouvrier who is best known 
for his $5 CSA Treasury Note and southern states issues during the Civil 
War. This Proof note, which is printed on India paper, features distinc- 
tive counters and a neat nautical vignette. Benice lists it as an R-7 rarity 
suggesting a surviving population of between four and twelve examples. 
PMG notes obvious glue stains as well as a margin tear repair in the lower 
right corner. While the stains are a bit distracting, this is the first offering 
of this design in recent memory. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20123 ‘Tallahassee, FL- William Hilliard / Tallahassee Post Office 
75¢ ND Benice 104 PMG Fine 12. 

William Hilliard is listed by several sources as Postmaster of Tallahassee 
from 1837-39, and served as Mayor of Tallahassee in 1838. The note, 
printed by New England Bank Note Company, features a large sailing 
vessel. The note in this lot is one of three examples known to us at pres- 
ent, while one of the other two is damaged. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20124 Tallahassee, FL- Territory of Florida $3 June 3, 1830 Benice 8 
PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

The territorial legislature passed several authorizations between 1828 and 
1831. No records of the exact quantities issue have survived. The notes 
bore 6% interest, and were receivable for all dues to the state, includ- 
ing the purchase of public lands. The $3 was part of a second series of 
notes printed by N. & S.S. Jocelyn. Many of the surviving examples are 
ensconced in museum collections, with Benice estimating between 13 
and 30 examples available to collectors (ca. 2008). This note, which fea- 
tures a portrait of Washington and a vignette of Justice standing, bears 
serial number 4. The territory, however, had the odd practice of starting 
over with serial number 1 on each and every day of issue. PMG mentions 
faint evidence of previous mounting. Always popular and in demand for 
collectors. 

Starting Bid: $1,500 
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20125 Atlanta, GA- Akins & Co. 50¢ Oct. 27, 1862 PCGS Apparent 
Fine 15. 

The trail has grown cold insofar as the background of this issuer, 
although apparently it was a merchant concern of some type. The busi- 
ness may have perished as a result of the fall of Atlanta in 1864. The note 
has an unusual vignette of two sailors on a dock, which is laid on its side 
and was redeemable in Confederate Treasury Notes or the “common cur- 
rency of the country” when presented in sums of $10. PCGS notes minor 
mounting remnants on the back. Formerly part of the landmark Alan 
Dorris collection, this is the only example of this design from this issuer 
that Alan could locate in over four decades of searching (the design was 
apparently used by at least three different merchants). 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20126 Cartersville, GA- Inferior Court of Bartow County $10 Post 
Note Nov. 1, 1866 PMG Very Fine 30. 

An inferior court is defined as a court having limited and specified juris- 
diction. This note was issued less than two years after the conclusion 
of the Civil War, and was redeemable three years after date, paying 7% 
interest. The note has a vignette of a wagon loaded with cotton bales and 
is colorfully printed in black, red, and green, with a green and white TEN 
protector. PMG notes period annotations on the back. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20127 Milledgeville, GA- State of Georgia $4 Jan. 1, 1863 Cr. 9 PMG 
Fine 12. 

One of the keys to the Georgia state note series, a scant 1,168 examples 
of this $4 design were issued. Shull estimated in 2006 that somewhere 
between only 16 and 50 examples have survived. A pleasant note with 
even wear and free of any repairs or meaningful condition impairments. 
Starting Bid: $750 
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20128 Milledgeville, GA- State of Georgia $500 Apr. 6, 1864 Cr. 20 
PMG Very Fine 25. 

Only 1,200 $500s were issued as part of this emission intended to replace 
CSA Treasury Notes being withdrawn by the central government. A well 
printed note with good colors, including the red 500 protector, on bright 
paper with complete margins. PMG notes a tear, referring to a small edge 
nick in the left margin. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20129 Savannah, GA- Central Rail Road & Banking Company of 
Georgia $5 Oct. 1, 1860 G42a PMG Very Fine 25. 

The railroad began life as the Central Railroad and Canal Company of 
Georgia in 1833. In an effort to attract more capital, it changed its name 
to the Central Rail Road and Banking Company in 1835. Although signif- 
icantly damaged during the Civil War, the railroad went on to ultimately 
become part of today’s Norfolk Southern system. The National Bank Note 
Company produced this fabulous red and black note that has a central 
vignette of a train at a station that was later used on the Confederate $100 
Treasury Notes (Criswell T-3). In an understatement of the obvious, PMG 
notes that the note has Great Color. 

Starting Bid: $750 


20130 Savannah, GA- Bank of the State of Georgia $20 18__ G582a 
Proof PCGS New 62, POCs. 

The Bank of the State of Georgia opened in 1815 and continued in busi- 
ness until about 1866, when it suspended due to losses suffered during the 
Civil War. It had branches in Athens, Augusta, Eatonton, Greensborough, 
and Washington with agencies in other cities such as Atlanta, Columbus, 
Griffin, Macon, Madison, Milledgeville, and Rome. This $20 note 
was designed for branch use and features an eagle holding a ribbon 
inscribed E PLURIBUS UNUM by a federal shield flanked by a vignette of 
Commerce on the left and Ceres on the right. It is printed on India paper 
with the usual POCs in the signature spaces. While issued notes are com- 
mon, the same can not be said of this design in Proof form, with only one 
example of this note appearing in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. Haxby 
was also aware of this design in Proof form, suggesting a surviving popu- 
lation of perhaps only 2-4 examples. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20131 Benton, IL- Union Bank $2 May 1, 1864 G4b Remainder PMG 
Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

The Union Bank was a rarity among Illinois free banks. It apparently 
benefited from being formed in 1860 under the strictest revisions of 
Illinois’ banking laws and survived the Civil War reportedly voluntarily 
closing in 1865. The note features a woman standing by a column draped 
with a ribbon inscribed Union. This vignette is flanked by the state free 
banking die at left and a smaller vignette of sheep at right. A large red and 
white TWO protector panel completes the design. This note was original- 
ly part of a two subject sheet sold in 2020 that was subsequently cut. We 
are aware of three examples of this fully engraved date variety at present. 
Starting Bid: $500 
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20132 Ashland, IA- Farmers and Merchants Bank $5 Oct. 26, 1857 
Oakes 5-4 PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

The bank was apparently in business for a short time between 1857 and 
1859. The notes feature some of the largest protectors seen by your cata- 
loger, with a red V - FIVE - 5 layout that spans virtually the entire face. 
The pair of $5s offered in this auction are quite possibly the nicest condi- 
tion $5s extant from this popular Iowa bank.

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20133 Ashland, IA- Farmers and Merchants Bank $5 Oct. 26, 1857 
Oakes 5-4 PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

The second example of a $5 in very high condition offered from this bank 
in this auction, and is equally choice to the other note.

20134 New Orleans, LA- J. & J.C. Davidson $2 Jan. 27, 1862 PMG 
Very Fine 30. 

The Davidsons were slate merchants located at 1 Davidson Row, 110 
Carondelet in New Orleans. They were one of many merchants and busi- 
nesses who issued scrip in the year leading up to the fall of New Orleans 
to Admiral David Farragut’s naval task force at the end of April, 1862. 
Most of these notes were retired in an orderly fashion by civil authori- 
ties after the city fell, and as a result, are quite rare and sought after 
today. This note was printed by Jules Manouvrier, a local lithographer, 
best known for his $5 Confederate Treasury Note, and has a large center 
vignette of Commerce seated by agricultural products at center. A pas- 
senger train vignette spreads across the left end, and there is a large green 
TWO protector. This is the first example of this rare note that we have 
offered. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20135 New Orleans, LA- Bank of Louisiana $1,000 May 22, 1862 
G32c PCGS Apparent Very Fine 35. 

Soon after capturing New Orleans at the end of April, 1862, Union 
military authorities decreed that Confederate notes and notes payable in 
Confederate funds could no longer be paid out by the city’s commercial 
banks as of May 27, 1862. Instead, the banks were forced to pay out their 
own notes or other non-Confederate funds. The Bank of Louisiana over- 
printed many of its notes with a Forced Issue stamp expressing its opposi- 
tion to this order. This $1,000 note, the largest denomination issued by 
the bank, features a sailor seated on the shore with ships in the distance. 
A small vignette of the bank’s headquarters appears at bottom center. 
There is a blue 1,000 protector on the face and a decorative orange back. 
PMG notes very minor ink erosion. 

Starting Bid: $625 
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20136 New Orleans, LA- F.A. Peterson, Payable at Champagnolle, 
AR 50¢ Rothert 116-2 Apr. 21, 1862 PMG Very Fine 25. 

F.A. Peterson is listed as a merchant in the 1860 federal census for 
Champagnolle, Arkansas, as well as a slaveholder with six slaves. He 
apparently had an office in New Orleans due to its importance as a ship- 
ping point and center of commerce. This note was issued a scant week 
before New Orleans fell to a Union naval task force. The note is printed in 
blue with a red FIFTY CTS protector and has a vignette of Ceres kneeling 
by a Native American woman. It was redeemable in Confederate treasury 
notes or Arkansas war bonds when presented in sums of $5. Very rare 
with likely less than a half dozen examples surviving. Fortunately, this 
a pleasant mid-grade fully issued note with no repairs or meaningful 
impairments mentioned. Perfect for any New Orleans or Arkansas collec- 
tion, we have sold only two other notes on this issuer, both 25¢ notes. 
Starting Bid: $500 
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20137 St. Joseph, LA- Parish of Tensas $5 Apr. 4, 1862 PMG About 
Uncirculated 55 EPQ. 

A scarcer Parish note, and considerably difficult to acquire when found 
in a higher state of preservation such as this pretty fully framed example. 
This note has broad margins, great orange and red colors, and boldly 
penned signatures.

The Grocers Bank was in business from 1848 until approximately 1855 
when it closed. The design features a large eagle vignette flanked by a 
maiden holding a large oval 3 counter at left, and a Native American 
woman surrounded by the coats of arms of the various states of the 
union. The note is printed on India paper, mounted on cardstock, with 
the usual small POCs in the signature lines. PMG mentions a rather 
unobtrusive corner tear that does not overly distract from the desirability 
of this rare Proof. At present, we are aware of only one or two surviving 
examples.

The Bunker Hill Bank was organized in 1825 and remained in busi- 
ness until 1864, when it became the Bunker Hill National Bank of 
Charlestown. The bank was, of course, named for the Revolutionary 
War Battle which took place in Charlestown. The note is elaborately 
printed in three colors and depicts the Presentation of the Declaration of 
Independence which shares space with vignettes of an eagle and shield 
and a milkmaid with some of her charges. rare and very popular due to 
its artistry, bank title, and historical significance.

The bank was organized in 1851 and remained in business until 1865 
when it became the Hadley Falls National Bank of Holyoke. The $2 
design features a Native American family and a teacher with her students 
by a federal shield draped in the Stars and Stripes at center along with a 
large gray 2 protector. An oval vignette of an arm and hammer is at right 
and a very small vignette of a textile machine is at bottom center. This 
note is printed on India paper with the usual small POCs in the signature 
lines. This note was one of three such examples of this variety appearing 
in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale.

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20141 Lowell, MA- Prescott Bank $5 Oct. 1, 1861 G10b PMG Fine 12. 
The bank was organized in 1850 and remained in business until 1865 
when it became the Prescott National Bank of Lowell. This $5 design 
was executed by National Bank Note Company, with the face portray- 
ing America at left and a factory scene, including shoeless child labor, 
at center. There are two large security panels printed in green. The back 
has an elaborate green design with two large denominational counters. 
It is ironic that National Bank Note used a slightly modified version of 
the America vignette just months before this note was issued on the T3 
Montgomery $100 CSA Treasury Note. We continue to believe that this 
note may very well be unique or nearly so. Ex, Eric P. Newman Collection

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20142 Salem, MA- Mercantile Bank $5 186_ G40 Proof PMG About

The Mercantile Bank opened in 1826 and remained in business until 1865 
when it became the Mercantile National Bank of Salem. The $5 design, 
a product of ABNCo, featured a center vignette of a Native American 
woman by a federal shield, eagle, and other symbols of the nation. This is 
flanked by a vignette of a sailor and mechanic at left and a sailor stand- 
ing by a capstan at right. The note is printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. PMG mentions that 
the note is repaired (the edges have been reinforced and reconstructed in 
places), but this does not have a major impact on the note’s visual appeal.

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20143 Detroit, MI- Michigan State Bank $3 18__ 
Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 

The Michigan State Bank took two swings at success, being in business 
from 1835-39 and then being revived in 1845, only to be suspended a 
decade later in 1855. This note is from the second revival. The design 
includes Liberty reclining with a large eagle at center flanked by Ceres at 
left and, perhaps, Agriculture at right. The note is printed on India paper 
and mounted on cardstock. This design was not represented in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale, and may be unique or nearly so.

This was the first commercial bank to open under the state’s free banking 
laws which were enacted in July, 1858. The bank failed when its parent, 
Sewell, Ferris & Co. of New York suspended on October 11, 1859. The 
bank’s underlying securities were sold by the state of Minnesota and 
noteholders were paid 70¢ on the dollar. A total of $1,349 in outstand- 
ing circulation was never redeemed. The $1 design incorporates a light 
red overall tint and a large red and white 1 protector flanked by an oval 
female portrait and a vignette of a woman holding a sword by a large seat- 
ed liberty silver dollar. The note has complete imprints for both ABNCo 
and its Wellstood, Hay & Whiting unit. This variety has a partially hand- 
written date. Rust is commented by PMG.

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20145 St. Paul, MN- Bank of the State of Minnesota $2 Oct. 1, 1858 
as G4a Hewitt D2-1 PMG Fine 12. 

Printed by Wellstood, Hay & Whiting / ABNCo sometime after 
September 22, 1858, the note features a popular vignette of two putti play- 
ing around two two seated liberty silver dollars that shares space with an 
oval female portrait, a vignette of a woman holding a bolt of cloth, and 
a small vignette of two hands shaking at bottom center. A large red and 
white TWO protector and light red panel complete the design. While the 
note has seen time in circulation, it has escaped the experience without 
attracting any repairs or meaningful condition impairments.

An example from part of an emission made by the state that spanned the 
first three years of the war which was authorized by the Act of January

the commencement of hostilities. The $10 design features a vignette of 
a slave harnessing horses flanked by oval portraits of M.D. Haynes, the 
state treasurer, and a young girl. The design’s red-orange protector ele- 
ments and counters retain their unoxidized hue.

Henry Gottig is listed as a merchant in the 1870 federal census, and is also 
listed as postmaster for Magnolia from 1865 to 1870. While this note has 
no vignettes, it is a refreshing change from the usual primitive drab scrip 
issued during the Civil War, particularly in the South. The note is printed 
on the back of an 1850s Merchants Mutual Insurance Company of New 
Orleans fiscal document, and has striking red-orange end panels and a 
large ONE protector. It was payable in Confederate treasury notes when 
presented in sums of $10. A pleasant fully issued note with no repairs or 
meaningful impairments. We have sold only one other example, formerly 
part of the Eric Newman Collection, which had impairments and crossed 
the auction block for $1,292.50 in 2015. This very rare note should cer- 
tainly test that price level and may well exceed it.

The main vignette on the $1 is 
entitled Morning, the main vignette on the $2 depicts Agriculture and 
Manufacturing seated together, and the main vignette on the $5 depicts 
Liberty and a soldier flanking a medallion portrait of Washington. The 
sheet is printed on India paper with the usual small POCs in the signa- 
ture lines. PMG comments “small tears,” which is nothing more than a 
couple of pinholes and a POC paper pull. Decent individual Uncirculated 
pieces tend to sell for a few hundred dollars each. This is an even scarcer 
type with the bold red protectors, and very few sheets remain intact.

The $1 features a striking vignette of a seated mechanic and a vignette of 
Proserpina while the $3 features a portrait of one of the era’s entertain- 
ment stars, Jenny Lind, as well as an allegorical vignette of Liberty, Justice, 
and a third maiden seated around a shield. The sheet is printed on India 
paper mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs along the signature 
lines. That, in turn, is affixed to an original Danforth Bald archive book 
card. Originally part of Lot 998 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, this 
sheet is believed to be unique in this layout.

This note has 
a very detailed vignette of the Fulton Ferry and City Railway Station in 
New York flanked by the New York Bank Department die and a vignette 
of a child with rabbits. PMG notes cut out cancels in the signatures and 
some pinholes. The cut out cancels are found on most issued notes from 
this bank.

They apparently wanted to be very 
sure that this note was cancelled when it was redeemed; there are two 
large cutouts in the signatures as well as nine POCs. While that sounds 
pretty negative, one must keep in mind that we are only aware of one 
example of this denomination from this issuer.

PMG Choice Fine 15, COC. 

The Nassau Bank of Brooklyn opened in 1859 and remained in busi- 
ness during the Civil War until becoming the Nassau National Bank of 
Brooklyn in New York (Charter 658) in 1864. This wonderful note has a 
custom vignette of the launching of the S.S. Adriatic on April 7, 1856 in 
New York. At the time of her launch, the Adriatic was the largest ship in 
the world. When launched, the ship’s momentum was so great that she 
crashed into the Williamsburg docks on the opposite side of the East 
River, destroying fifteen feet of the docks in the process. The Adriatic 
was an ill-starred vessel and finally was abandoned as a hulk, declared 
irreparable, in Nigeria in 1885. The note also has a portrait of Franklin 
at right and the state bank department die at left. Aside from five cut out 
cancels in the signature lines and a number of pinholes, this note is fully 
intact with no repairs or other meaningful impairments and has excellent 
margins. We are aware of only one other example which had eight POCs 
across the face of the note.

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20155 Brooklyn, NY- Nassau Bank of Brooklyn $100 Mar. 1, 1859

Some notes just look rare, and this is a classic example of that observa- 
tion. The Nassau Bank of Brooklyn opened in 1859 and remained in 
business during the Civil War until becoming the Nassau National Bank 
of Brooklyn in New York (Charter 658) in 1864. The note has a custom 
vignette of an American Bald Eagle with its wings spread by a federal 
shield with the Brooklyn City Hall in the distance. This is flanked by the 
New York Banking Department die and a vignette of a sailor at right. The 
note has multiple POCs and pinholes, although on a note of this rarity it 
will not make much difference. Likely unique or nearly so.

(2) The note features a portrait of Jefferson Davis, who 
was serving as President of the Confederacy (this image may, in fact, 
have been the portrait used on Confederate $50s produced by the firm 
beginning with Type 16.) The quality in many respects is better than that 
of Confederate Treasury Notes of the time. Always popular due to the 
Keatinge & Ball connection, this note is fully margined on bright paper 
with good color, including an unoxidized orange and white FIVE protec- 
tor. The perfect addition to any Confederate or North Carolina collection.

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20157 Wilmington, NC- Bank of Cape Fear, Salem Branch $3 June 6, 
1860 G390a PMG Choice Very Fine 35 EPQ. 

This note is very scarce for a couple of reasons; (1) it is fully issued; the 
vast majority of the examples of this basic design are unissued remainders 
and (2) the plate has both the ABNCo monogram and the full American 
Bank Note Company imprint. In addition, there is a cross-shaped stamp 
on the face whose age and significance are unknown at present. A pleas- 
ant bright note with no repairs or meaningful condition impairments.

The Commercial Bank of Wilmington was organized in 1847 and sus- 
pended shortly after the end of the Civil War in 1866. This attractive odd 
denomination note depicts Liberty and Prosperity at the shore, flanked 
by a vignette of a sailor at left and and unidentified male portrait at right. 
There are twin red-orange 4 protectors on the face and a decorative red- 
orange back.

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20159 Wilmington, NC- Commercial Bank of Wilmington $5 May 1, 
1859 G10b PMG Very Fine 25. 

The center vignette on this note, depicting Liberty seated by a shield 
with an eagle, is flanked by identical vignettes of Hebe seated in a large 
5, offering a drink to an eagle. An elaborate green and white V FIVE V 
protector completes the design. The a variation of the center vignette was 
later used on the T11 $5 CSA Treasury Note by Hoyer & Ludwig.

The Erie Bank opened in 1826 and remained in business until approxi- 
mately 1853 when it closed. This Proof is of a so-called Relief Note. These 
notes were issued by thirty-four banks in the state under the provisions of 
the Act of May 4, 1841. Banks issuing notes under this act were allowed 
to discontinue specie payments and issue new notes, such as this, which 
could only be redeemed in $100 certificates of state stock. According to 
contemporary documents, the Erie Bank redeemed all of its Relief Notes, 
leaving Proofs such as this note the only way to obtain this design from 
the bank. The note features a large bald eagle on a federal shield flanked 
by portraits of an unidentified male and Benjamin Harrison. The note 
is printed on India paper and mounted on cardstock, with the usual 
POCs in the signature lines. One note of this design appeared in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale and Haxby was aware of the design in Proof form 
prior to the sale. This suggests that perhaps a small number of around 
four or so survivors exists.

In 1858, the Bank of Lawrence County succeeded the Bank of New Castle 
which had failed in 1857. It then continued in business until 1865 when it 
became the National Bank of Lawrence County at New Castle. The note 
features a wonderful patriotic vignette of a soldier and sailor by a large 
cannon draped in the Stars and Stripes. The note, printed by ABNCo, 
also has twin green V protectors and two green and black denomination- 
al counters. This note has small POCs in the signature spaces and is a rare 
late period issue.

Proof PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

From a bank that was in business for three decades from 1814 until it 
failed in 1844. The $100 design features a vignette of Justice and Liberty 
with a shield and eagle. This is flanked by portraits of Franklin and 
Washington above, and vignettes of Prosperity and Justice below. The 
note is printed on India paper and mounted on cardstock. Possibly 
unique or nearly so, with only one example appearing as part of Lot 1620 
of the 1990 ABNCo Archives Sale

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20163 Philadelphia, PA- Mechanics Bank (of the City and County of 
Philadelphia) $20 18__ as G66 Proof PMG About Uncirculated 50 Net. 
The Mechanics Bank was in operation from 1810 to 1864 when it became 
the Mechanics National Bank of Philadelphia. The $20 design features a 
large vignette of an eagle perched on a tree limb at center. An interesting 
vignette of a female cooper is at left- and a small vignette of a mechanic’s 
arm is at bottom center. PMG mentions that the note is repaired (the 
upper right corner has been reattached).

18__ Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Choice Uncirculated 64, POCs. 

The firm reportedly opened in 1835 with a capital of $150,000, and issued 
a wide range of fractional scrip notes during the Panic of 1837. There is 
no evidence at present that suggests that it survived for more than a few 
years. The $5 and $10 are not listed denominations in the Hoober state 
catalog, and this is the only uncut sheet of which we are aware, being 
lot 1699 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. The sheet is printed on India 
paper, mounted on cardstock, with the usual POCs in the signature spac- 
es. The Newman collection harbored an additional single $5 Proof, sug- 
gesting that perhaps six $5s and two $10s may exist. Uncut sheets from 
the 1990 Archives sale have been relentlessly cut over the years to offer 
individual notes to collectors.

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20165 Philadelphia, PA- Bank of the United States (First), 
Charleston Branch Counterfeit $20 Jan. 1, 1794 C196 PMG Very Good

The First Bank of the United States operated from 1791 to 1811, when its 
charter expired and it was succeeded by the Second Bank of the United 
States. The Charleston Office of Discount and Deposit (branch) was 
active from 1792 until the bank closed. Although a counterfeit contem- 
porary to the period, the note is nonetheless very scarce, with this being 
only the sixth example we have offered.

The bank was in operation from 1832 until becoming the Western 
National Bank of Philadelphia in 1864. National Bank Note Company 
was a late entrant into the bank note business, but turned out uniformly 
attractive and well done notes. One of which is this example, as this 
red and black beauty which features vignettes of a herd of deer, a young 
woman, as well as a very ornate red tint panel.

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20167 Charleston, SC- Planters & Mechanics Bank of South Carolina 
$10 May 8, 1860 G24a Sheheen 330 PMG Very Fine 20. 

This bank was chartered in 1810 and remained in business until around 
the end of the Civil War when the financial consequences of the war’s 
outcome overwhelmed it. The note design reflects the level of bank 
note design excellence achieved just before the Civil War, with detailed 
vignettes and extensive use of a second red-orange color for security ele- 
ments of the design. PMG notes damp staining on this example.

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20168 Unionville, SC- Cotton Planters Loan Association of the Fifth 
Congressional District of South Carolina $50 May 15, 1862 Sheheen 
1102 PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

Notes from this emission were backed by cotton valued at 6¢ per pound, 
as well as by the personal property of the stockholders, and was opti- 
mistically promised to be redeemable in gold within six months of the 
raising Union blockade of the South Carolina coast. This of course never 
occurred during the duration of the war. The note is printed on the cou- 
pon portion of an unissued $500 7% Spartanburgh & Union Rail Road 
Company bond.

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20169 Memphis, TN- Citizens Bank of Nashville & Memphis, 
Knoxville Branch $100 Nov. 1, 1855 G82 Schafluetzel-Carson K-B.Cit- 
100-2 Remainder PCGS Very Choice New 64. 

The bank was incorporated in 1852, with the Nashville location never 
opening. The bank opened in Memphis in 1854. The Knoxville branch 
operated from 1854 to 1856 as an agency for the bank in Memphis. Both 
locations had suspended by around 1858. The $100 design features a 
grand vignette of an American eagle with a federal shield flanked by 
three maidens holding a shield aloft emblazoned with TENNESSEE at 
left, and a portrait of Andrew Jackson at right. There is a tiny riverboat 
vignette at bottom center. Although not identified as such, this example 
is technically a remainder; missing the signature of the President. In any 
case, the note is very rare with Schafluetzel estimating a surviving popu- 
lation of only 3-5 examples.

An example that is in above average condition for notes from this series, 
being well printed on bright paper with unoxidized colors (particularly 
the red-orange back).

This “Certificate of Stock in the ten per cent consolidated fund” had a 
10% coupon rate and was callable after June 20, 1845. The bond has a 
vignette of Hope at left, a mill powered by a waterwheel at center, and 
the ubiquitous “lone star” at bottom center. The most interesting part 
of the design is the imprint. This bond design is the first known usage 
of the Southern Bank Note Co. imprint, and was the imprint used just 
over two decades later by the New Orleans branch of the American 
Bank Note Company to provide some cover regarding who was printing 
Confederate Notes after the commencement of hostilities. We now know 
that the Southern Bank Note Co. name was used by the New Orleans 
firm of Endicott & Clark in late 1840. In 1843, Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson (RWH&E) established a branch office in New Orleans which was 
maintained at the same address after that firm merged into the ABNCo 
in 1858. Your cataloger speculates that RWH&E bought out the assets, 
including trade names, from Clark & Co. which apparently liquidated or 
closed its business when the larger firm arrived in town. It is also possible 
that ABNCo simply used the name since no business was still around 
using it. This bond is slightly toned, with minor ink erosion and cut 
cancels. All ten coupons remain as usual. The bond is payable to James 
Hodges. Mr. Hodges was elected as one of six delegates representing the 
Gonzales Municipality in the Consultation of November 1835. During 
the Texas Revolution he provided supplies to the Texian Army. He and his 
family were part of the Runaway Scrape, but later returned to Gonzales 
County. He served on the Board of Land Commissioners for Gonzales 
County in 1838. A bond that has a place in any Confederate or Texas col- 
lection.

$3 denominations, and were only redeemable in other promissory notes 
of the government. Childs, Clark & Co. of New Orleans and Niles Print 
of Houston produced the notes, which are quite rare today and usually 
found in very low grade; many with impairments. Aside from a missing 
portion of the lower right margin, this example has come through the last 
185 years relatively unscathed and is uncancelled.

This note is well printed on bright paper with four generous margins.

The only handling we can find through the third party encapsulation is 
a small corner fold at upper right.

President Lamar’s secretarial signature was executed by William G. 
Cooke. The note in this lot is dated, “Dec 10th, 1838.” This was the first 
day of Lamar’s presidency of the Republic of Texas.

The issuer of this note was likely C.H. Alexander, who was listed as a 
wholesale grocer in the 1870 Federal Census for Sabine Pass, TX.

The nicest Rust 129 that we have offered as this example has ample mar- 
gins all the way around and dark pen signatures of Secretary Wm. B. 
Welles and President C. W. Scofield. This elaborate design was printed 
by H. Seibert & Bros. in New York City. Gold and silver were found in 
Bingham Canyon in 1863, and the Bingham Canyon & Camp Floyd Rail 
Road Company completed its rail line in 1873. Shortly thereafter, the 
focus shifted to mining high quality copper ore. Eventually, the ever- 
expanding open pit started to swallow the town, and the last few remain- 
ing buildings were razed in 1972.

Notes from this bank are known datelined either in Kansas (Leavenworth

Apparently, the plan was to have banks issuing identical notes at both 
ends of a trade route between the two cities. This plot, which probably 
involved circulating each other’s notes far from home, never got off the 
ground. Many unissued notes were subsequently used as overprinted 
advertising flyers by others. A handsome note, designed and printed 
by W.L. Ormsby. This example incorporates a panoramic vignette of a 
mixed herd of cattle and sheep that occupies most of the face, coupled 
with Ormsby’s trademark orange bullseye back design comprising hun- 
dreds of tiny ONEs which has retained its original, unoxidized, color.

The Mutual Bank was organized in 1859 and remained in business until 
becoming the Castleton National Bank in 1865. The design is quite strik- 
ing with a large eagle with spread wings standing on a federal shield 
dominating the center of the note. This is flanked by an oval portrait of 
Washington and a custom vignette of the Castleton Seminary Building. 
The design is completed by striking red protective design elements. The 
note is printed on India paper and mounted on cardstock with the usual 
small POCs in the signature lines. Excessively rare and potentially unique 
or nearly so.

The bank was organized as a free bank in 1853 and, almost alone among 
the state’s banks, survived the Civil War and became the Charlottesville 
National Bank in July, 1865. The state’s free banks for some reason 
changed their way of doing business during 1860-61, with some banks 
altering their notes so that they no longer had the state banking die, or 
were countersigned by the State Treasurer. Other banks used up their 
stocks of notes and simply issued them without the Treasurer’s counter- 
signature. While this note is an example of the latter practice, the bank 
pursued both courses of action during the time leading up to the com- 
mencement of hostilities. The $6 features two men conducting business 
by two large hogsheads of of tobacco; one labelled TOBACCO No. 1 A 
flanked by vignette of a young girl strewing flowers and the state free 
banking die. Note that the space for the State Treasurer’s signature is 
unused. A large red SIX protector and a small locomotive vignette com- 
plete the design.

Like the previous $6 note, this was an unregistered wartime issue made 
by the bank. By 1861 the bank was no longer operating as a free bank but 
used up inventories of notes, issuing them without the state treasurer’s 
countersignature. The design features a vignette of two horses startled 
by the approach of a passenger train as well as the state free banking die 
(which at this point was no longer relevant) and a large red SEVEN pro- 
tector. PMG notes a large stain in the top right border. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20181 Charlottesville, VA- Monticello Bank $8 July 1, 1861 G18a 
Jones BC25-21A PMG Fine 12. 

The bank was authorized by the state legislature in 1853 and miracu- 
lously survived the financial collapse of the Confederacy to become the 
Charlottesville National Bank. This bank was organized on July 19, 1865, 
only months after the end of the Civil War. The success was relatively 
short-lived with the bank being placed in receivership in 1875. The bank 
was originally doing business as a free bank, with notes secured by state 
securities and countersigned by the state treasurer. However, it, along 
with a number of other free banks in the state, revoked that form of 
business sometime in 1860-61 and continued as an unregistered institu- 
tion. Notes such as this $8 continued to be issued without the treasurer’s 
countersignature. The note itself is quite attractive, with a large allegori- 
cal vignette of three maidens representing The Arts (music, literature, and 
art) flanked by a seated farmer and the state treasurer die. A large red 
EIGHT protector completes the design. The note is free of repairs and 
meaningful condition impairments.

This note is interesting on several accounts. It establishes that the bank 
had decided to change its style of doing business away from the free 
banking business model by the summer of 1860. The $50 (and $100) was 
a higher denomination than previously issued, and has no provisions 
for free banking requirements like a space for the state treasurer’s coun- 
tersignature. This note features a large vignette of the bank’s namesake, 
Monticello, home of Thomas Jefferson, and another of America. PMG 
notes evidence of previous mounting in the top corners on the back.

Like the previous $50 in this auction, the $100 was a large denomination 
added after the bank had suspended doing business as a state-chartered 
free bank sometime in 1860. The attractive red and black note features 
a vignette of Monticello and a portrait of the home’s owner, Thomas 
Jefferson. PMG notes some rust stains at left.

Panic of 1907 Scrip Proof. Imprint at bottom center of the Western Bank 
Note and Engraving Company Chicago. Printed entirely in black ink on 
India paper and affixed to cardstock, with several numbered vignettes (or 
partial vignettes) attached to the back of the cardstock. This Proof has the 
exact design of the issued $1,000 Clearing House Certificates which were 
rubber stamped dated from around 1910-11. The two of those that have 
previously crossed our auction block both realized four-figure prices. A 
pair of allegorical women’s portraits at the upper ends. Full terms of the 
obligation are stated clearly in the central portion of the Proof including, 
“this certificate represents one thousand dollars United States gold coin.” 
An incredible example of this crushingly rare item that is destined to find 
a new home with a serious collector who appreciates both its aesthetic 
charms as well as its rarity.

Two red TEN protectors 
complete the design on this note that is printed on India paper with the 
usual POCs in the signature lines. There is a margin tear by the middle 
POC on the left that has been reinforced with a stamp hinge. Incredibly 
rare, with this being only one of two examples presently known to us.

This example 
was the second note from an uncut sheet which was recently cut as evi- 
denced by the telltale diagnostic tape, card wrinkling on the cardstock, 
and remaining side sheet selvage. The four subject $1-$2-$3-$5 sheet, 
from which the $5 in this sale also came, crossed the auction block for 
$9,000 in our 2021 Long Beach Expo Currency Signature Auction. Quite 
rare, probably unique or nearly so, and likely to stay that way for the fore- 
seeable future.

The bank was organized in 1856 with a capital of $25,000 and remained 
in business until closing in 1862, with outstanding notes redeemed at 
80¢ on the dollar. The $3 design features a vignette of a maiden (perhaps 
America) seated with an eagle surrounded by the billowing Stars and 
Stripes. This is flanked by a vignette of Washington standing at left, the 
state banking die at right, and an oval female portrait at far right. The 
note is printed on India paper, mounted on cardstock, with the usual 
small POCs in the signature spaces. Formerly part of the Eric Newman 
Collection, and one of only two known to us at present.

This is a favorite 
design for many collectors with a portrait of Chief Hollow Horn Bear of 
the Brule Lakota tribe and a vignette of a bald eagle landing on the back. 
Chief Hollow Horn Bear fought at the Battle of the Little Big Horn and 30 
other battles during the Sioux Wars. He also participated in the inaugu- 
ral parades for President Theodore Roosevelt in 1905 and for President 
Woodrow Wilson in 1913. He died of pneumonia in Washington, DC in 
1913 after the last of these two trips.

Irish independence 
from British rule would not be achieved until 1921. Krause Publications’ 
Standard Catalog of World Paper Money Specialized Issues states that 
only the promissory bond issues that most resembled paper currency are 
included in their listing.

John D. Rockefeller Pen Signed Stock Certificate 


20207 Standard Oil Company Stock Certificate 100 Shares Apr. 6, 
1876 Very Fine. 

John D(avison) Rockefeller (Sr.), 1839-1937, was an American industri- 
alist, philanthropist, and a co-founder of the Standard Oil Company. 
Rockefeller has been widely considered the wealthiest American of all 
time and also the richest person in modern history. He topped five dif- 
ferent lists in this category compiled during the years 1996-2014. This 
stock certificate carries the penned signature of not only Rockefeller Sr. as 
president, but H(enry) M. Flagler as secretary, who was another co-found- 
er of the Standard Oil Corporation, and of Wm. Rockefeller on verso, 
the younger brother of John D. Rockefeller Sr. Also, the stock certificate 
is made out to J(acob) J. Vandergrift, an early oil shipper in the state of 
Pennsylvania. Vandergrift started out as a nemesis of Rockefeller’s, but 
eventually became a vice president of the Standard Oil Corporation. The 
register is attached with an adhesive at left and the blind embossed seal 
of the Standard Oil Company has been applied. There are a few scattered 
pinholes, a couple of tiny edge splits, a rounded lower right corner tip, a 
paper pull along the top edge on verso, and pencil writing on the verso, 
too. Nonetheless, none of the three signatures discussed above have been 
cancelled and overall this is a great historical item representing American 
business from the final quarter of the nineteenth century. The red ink 
penned “Cancelled” has faded although it is still present upon close 
examination.

We first sold this great rarity as part of the Walter Herget collection in 2003, and then again as part of Jim O’Neal’s holdings in May of 2005. There, we 
described it as followed: “A great rarity from the O’Neal collection which has only appeared once at public sale since 1989. It is, by several grades, the fin- 
est of only seven reported Series 1875 San Francisco $20 National Gold Bank Notes, and is one of only three reported white paper National Gold Bank 
Notes of any denomination believed to exist. Its pedigree can be traced to the famed Amon Carter, Jr. Collection, and finally to a Lyn Knight sale in 1989. 
Along the way, it has been variously graded as Very Fine (twice) and Fine (once). Either can be amply justified by this attractive and well printed piece, 
but we will compromise and label the note here as Fine-Very Fine, a grade that truly reflects the reality of the note and should satisfy even the fussiest 
of graders. One of the other two white paper examples was offered several years ago at an ANA convention at a well into six-figures price. That may be 
high, but in this market, where rarity and condition are all important, it is likely that this numismatic treasure will now likely reach or exceed $35,000- 
$55,000.”

An impeccable pedigree comes with this gorgeous $20 Brown Back from this Deep South state - first, it was lot 2803 in Barney Bluestone’s sale of the 
Albert Grinnell collection in 1945 and later, it passed through the illustrious collections of Donlon, Schermerhorn, and Bailey before being acquired by 
Bob Medlar for his Brown Back collection. Bob Medlar’s collection was sold by Hickman-Oakes at the 1987 Memphis show, and now this attractive note 
is finally available again for one fortunate collector to acquire. Called “Practically Uncirculated” by Barney Bluestone and XF by John Hickman, it cer- 
tainly has the look of a much higher grade than that assigned by PMG. Whatever its technical grade, this pen signed beauty is a real winner of a note with 
bright paper, vibrant color, and loads of eye appeal.

This piece faces up beautifully, with a vivid blue overprint, 
bright white paper, and exceptionally sharp signatures. If you are seeking the finest of Territorial examples, or just want a single great note from Hawaii 
Territory, this is something you should seek to bring home this evening.

An incredible Hawaii rarity that is being offered to the collecting fraternity for the first time. It is one of just four notes reported from this short-lived 
issuer - all $5 Brown Backs - and the first of the quartet to make a public appearance since the note in the J. L. Irish collection sold at auction in 1997. The 
First National Bank of Wailuku was the first of four note-issuers to be chartered on the Island of Maui in 1901. Three of the banks (which were located in 
Wailuku, Lahaina, and Paia) were organized by Charles D. Lufkin (whose signature appears on this offering as Cashier), a teller from the First National 
Bank in Honolulu who had been dispatched to establish a chain of national banks on Maui. On paper, the banks were standalone institutions, but in the 
classic chain banking style of the times, they had interlocking ownership and directors. 


Later, in 1917, this bank, and its counterparts in Lahaina and Paia, were liquidated and reorganized under a territorial charter as the Bank of Maui 
with its main office in Wailuku. During its brief existence as a national bank, between 1901 and 1917, the Wailuku bank issued just a handful of Second 
Charter Brown Backs and Date Backs while maintaining a small circulation of $25,000. 


As mentioned, there are just four notes reported from this very rare charter - all $5 Brown Backs - the Irish example which was last on the market in 
1997, another note which has never been publicly offered, and the piece we pleased to present tonight. Fortuitously for collectors, it is a pleasing mid- 
grade example with great color and bold signatures. Or, to quote well-known researcher Peter Huntoon when he spoke of the unique Hawaii Red Seal: “It 
earned its stripes as a piece of currency by circulating, but miraculously, it didn’t sustain any damage along the way.” Any estimate on a trophy note of 
this magnitude is merely conjecture, so we will be conservative and let the bidders decide who takes home this wonderful Hawaii Brown Back tonight.

Contrary to popular myth, there is no evidence whatsoever that 
this community took its name from the city in Russia or was named by a 
Russian immigrant. After the town was settled in 1871, a group of citizens 
met to establish a name for their new community. They failed to agree, 
and the papers were given to the postmaster, Samuel Neff, who chose 
the name “Moscow.” It is likely no coincidence that Mr. Neff was born 
in Moscow, Pennsylvania. While somewhat available in small, this piece, 
which we last handled in our 1996 FUN auction, is one of only five large 
reported. It displays nice color and signatures with some slight trimming 
of its margins.

The National population is now bumped up to a 
meager 11 recorded notes for charter number 839 in Track & Price. However, the pen signed example in this lot is an extra special National. Close exami- 
nation reveals that after the blue Treasury serial number at far left was applied, a BEP workman erased the serial of “453125” and the correct Treasury 
serial of “453127” was applied over the original. The erasure of the first serial was not complete and the second serial was added a little higher, therefore, 
making the correction discernible. This is only the second time that such a corrected note has appeared in one of our auctions. The other note with the 
corrected serial crossed our auction block last January. It was a $1 on the Montpelier NB charter number 857 grading PMG VF 30 with minor repairs. 
Charter number 857 has a population of 48 large size notes. However, the Treasury serial correction drove that note to a winning bid of $4,560. The 
example in this lot on a more elusive bank, should easily climb above that figure.

This short-lived institution was 
organized on May 24, 1930 and closed on August 31, 1935, when it consolidated with the Security National Bank & Trust Company of Sioux Falls, char- 
ter number 10592. The bank officers on this uncut sheet are Cashier R. E. Montgomery and President F. B. Stiles. They held these two positions during 
1930-32. Pencil writing has been erased from the margin between the fifth and sixth notes near the left edge. When Colonel E.H.R. Green received serial 
number 1 Series 1929 uncut sheets of the $5, $10, and $20 denominations in the 1930s from his agent, George Blake, the sheets would be given to one 
of Green’s secretaries, and she would add her penciled initials in this location in order to show that the sheet had been entered into the Colonel’s inven- 
tory. Luckily for the collectors of today, Green and Blake teamed up in this endeavor to secure Series 1929 serial number 1 sheets. This is only the second 
uncut sheet on South Dakota to participate in our auctions, and it is also the first South Dakota serial number 1 sheet that we have offered.

While somewhat available in large size, this long-lived South Dakota 
bank is downright rare in small, with just three pieces recorded in the 
census. Although it survived the Great Depression period, this bank 
chose to issue just 35 sheets of Type 1 $10s and 24 sheets of Type 1 $20s 
which accounts for its rarity today. Of the three pieces reported, one has 
never appeared at public sale, a second was sold at auction in 2017, and 
the third is the note we are offering this evening. Last on the market in 
our October 1998 auction, it is an evenly circulated $20 that is further 
enhanced by low serial number D000002A. A great note for the South 
Dakota or small size National specialist.

In business 
from 1904 to 1919, just five notes are reported from this charter, none of 
which have a public appearance since 2003. That last occurrence was by 
this offering, which is a pleasing mid-grade $10 with decent color and 
solid paper. A nice opportunity for the Dallas area collectors to finally 
obtain this tough charter.

While six large size are reported from this scarce north Texas bank, only 
this example has crossed the public auction block in the past 20 years.

High denominations only in small size from this Brown County bank, 
with this piece right in the middle of the condition census from here. This

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20739 Serial Number 1 Dallas, TX - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 607 Dallas National Bank Ch. # 11749 Cut Sheet of Four PMG Graded. 

An exciting cut sheet of four double serial number 1 $5s that can trace its provenance back to the William Philpott Collection, as these four $5s are in his 
inventory listing. In fact Philpott (1885-1971), who started collecting National Bank Notes in 1924, had an office for many years in the Kirby Building. 
This building was practically next door to the Dallas National Bank located at 1530 Main Street. It would not surprise us that he acquired these notes 
directly from the Dallas National Bank. Luckily for today’s National collectors, Philpott’s Texas First Charters, uncut sheets, and serial number 1 notes 
were not included with his Texas National collection that was sold to Mary Moody Northen (not “Northern” as sometimes stated) in the late 1960s. 
These Philpott notes were purchased by the partnership firm of Tom Bain, Mike Brownlee, and John Rowe. In fact, the four serial number 1 notes in this 
lot are listed in a Bain-Brownlee-Rowe advertisement in Paper Money, Society of Paper Money Collectors, Third Quarter 1968, Vol. 7, No. 3, Whole No. 
27, inside back cover. Fast forward almost 55 years later and we are happily writing their description today. This highly desirable quartet is graded by 
PMG and in plate letter A-D order they grade About Uncirculated 53, Uncirculated 62, About Uncirculated 55, and About Uncirculated 53. Each third 
party back label has the comment of the note being previously mounted. This is due to the fact that Philpott reconstructed this cut sheet with slender 
pieces of tape between the notes. This “reconstruction” method was a common practice for cut sheets during Philpott’s time. All four examples remain 
attractive notes with their dark inks, white paper, and engraved signatures of Cashier J(ames) C(harles) Tenison and President J(oseph) E. Cockrell. As 
a group, this cut sheet of serial number 1 Dallas Nationals, is certainly worthy of the “trophy” designation for the next collection that it enters. (Total: 4

A seen breakdown in quality control at the BEP led to this example. The sheet that this note was originally part of missed the first printing of the 
back and the second printing of the face. It was then cut vertically into two half sheets of 16 notes, where at least one 16 note half sheet was correctly 
overprinted with serial number E05000907D. This produced a stunning multiple error note. Light stains are observed on both sides.

The story surrounding the ordering and production of the first Confederate States of America Treasury Notes in March of 1861 is the stuff of 
which movies are made. C.G. Memminger was appointed Secretary of the Treasury by Provisional President Jefferson Davis on February 18, 
1861. Within ten days of taking office, Memminger was attempting to place orders for bonds, treasury notes, and other fiscal instruments. He 
turned to G.B. Lamar, a Savannah banker who earlier had moved to New York City and was involved with the Bank of the Republic beginning 
in 1851. By 1860, Lamar served as an agent for southern interests who desired financial and military procurement representation in the North. 
Memminger placed an order via Lamar for treasury notes and transferable certificates of stock in mid-March, 1861. Memminger had placed 
earlier orders for coupon bonds with the New Orleans branch of the ABNCo. Because of the imminent commencement of hostilities, ABNCo, 
with whom Lamar had been dealing, decided to subcontract the treasury note portion of the order to competitor National Bank Note Company 
so that ABNCo could focus its efforts on the bond and stock portions of the order. National Bank Note immediately swung into action and, using 
stock vignettes it had on hand, shipped the first order for 607 sheets each comprising $50, $100, $500, and $1,000 notes so that it was received 
in Montgomery on or about April 2, 1861. A second shipment of 1,000 $50-$100 two subject sheets barely made it out of New York around 
April 23 just ahead of federal authorities determined to stop the shipment. Federal authorities raided the facilities of both ABNCo and National 
Bank Note Co. on April 25, 1861, ending all further shipments from New York. This note, part of the first shipment with serial number 420, was 
issued on June 18, 1861, with an annotation on the back indicating that the note had been received on June 19, 1862 by John C. Ferrill, Cashier 
of the Bank of Commerce in Savannah, along with $36.60 interest. $1,000 notes earned 10¢ / day which validates the interest received for 366 
days between June 18, 1861 and June 19, 1862. The note had an unusual pairing of portraits with Andrew Jackson and John C. Calhoun chosen 
to appear on the $1,000. Due to their opposing views on states rights and a number of other issues, it would be difficult to characterize them 
as friends. PMG indicates that the note has filled POCs and small pieces added. All of these restorations are subtle and do not detract from the 
overall visual appeal of this note.

An $1,000 that was part of the original shipment of 607 four subject sheets each having a $50, $100, $500, and $1,000 note. National Bank 
Note Co., which had been subcontracted to print these Treasury Notes by ABNCo, shipped these notes in a matter of three or four weeks so 
that they arrived in Montgomery, AL around April 2, 1861, ten days before the start of hostilities. This $1,000 was issued on May 28, 1861 
and, unlike many Montgomery notes, appears to have spent some time in circulation. The note, however, is well printed and has good color 
with decent margins. PMG mentions repairs which are quite subtle and do not distract from the note’s visual appeal. These consist primarily 
of well done edge and centerline fold repairs only readily apparent when the note is backlit.

This note was printed under subcontract with the ABNCo by the National Bank Note Company in March, 1861, less than a month before the 
start of the Civil War. In order to expedite delivery, NBNCo used stock vignettes including a very detailed view of a train crossing a bridge 
behind a herd of cattle titled The Crossing, and a smaller vignette of Ceres or Agriculture. The note was received in Montgomery on or about 
April 2, 1861 and issued on May 16, 1861. A manuscript entry on the back indicates that it was received in New Orleans on August 20, 
1861 with interest paid (although the interest calculation does not appear to be correct if the assumed start day was the day of issue, May 
16). PMG mentions minor repairs which are quite subtle and do not have an impact on this note’s visual appeal.

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Endorsement of Captain who Delivered CSA Ultimatum to Fort Sumter on April 11, 1861 


21005 Military Endorsement “Capt. Stephen D. Lee” T2 $500 1861 PF-1 Cr. 2 PMG Fine 12 Net. 

The story of this note is well known. It was part of the first shipment of notes made to the Confederacy by National Bank Note Co. in the 
weeks leading up to the Civil War. What is less well known and perhaps more interesting is the history surrounding one of the endorsements 
on this note. In addition to an endorsement of John C. Ferrill, Cashier of the Bank of Commerce, Savannah, GA, acknowledging receipt of 
$500 principal in the form of this note’s face value plus $17.05 representing interest at 5¢/day for 341 days between July 13, 1861 and June 
19, 1862, the note has an important endorsement of Captain Stephen D. Lee issuing the note to the field on July 13, 1861 (serving in the 
South Carolina Militia at the time). At the start of the war, three months earlier, Lee was serving as Aide-de Camp to General P.G.T. Beauregard 
and was chosen as part of a four man team to deliver the Confederate ultimatum to Major Robert Anderson at Fort Sumter. Lee went on to 
become the youngest Lieutenant General in the Confederate Army in 1864. He survived the war and surrendered with Johnston’s forces in 
April, 1865 and was paroled on May 1, 1865. Lee later went on to become the president of what is today Mississippi State University. The 
note has obviously spent some time in circulation but has not suffered severely from the experience. PMG comments that the note has been 
repaired and has some added pieces but none of these are overtly obvious on a note that faces up quite well. An interesting numismatic 
factoid is that this note was once owned by George O. Walton, the owner of one of the five known 1913 Liberty Nickels, who was killed in 
an automobile accident in 1962.

Bearing serial no. 813, this note was part of a second shipment of 1,000 $50-$100 two subject sheets that was spirited out of New York City, 
according to some sources, just minutes ahead of federal authorities who were determined to intercept this shipment before it left by sea. 
On April 25th, federal officers raided the New York plants of both ABNCo and National Bank Note Co. putting a permanent end to further 
production and shipments of fiscal instruments for the Confederacy by either company (although the New Orleans branch of the ABNCo 
continued to produce notes into early 1862 under the name of the Southern Bank Note Company). The back has an endorsement that this 
note was paid out by Capt. T[homas] G. Williams Capt[ain] Clommissary] S[ubsistence] on May 20, 1861 in Lynchburg, VA. The note is 
virtually as nice as the day it was issued, with great colors, bright paper, and well printed design elements including vignettes of America at 
left and a train at a busy station at center. While this was a super-rush job, National Bank Note found the time to make subtle modifications 
to the vignette of America to “de-federalize” its appearance. PMG mentions faint evidence of previous mounting on the back. A worthy 
addition to any Confederate collection.

This note was part of the second shipment of 1,000 $50-$100 two subject sheets that anecdotally made it out of New York harbor minutes 
ahead of Federal authorities who were bent on stopping the shipment. National Bank Note produced these notes under a subcontract from 
sometime rival ABNCo using all prewar vignettes in order to expedite delivery. A total of 1,607 notes were printed, with 1,606 issued. This 
note was processed by the Department of Treasury on May 22, 1861. Endorsements on the back show that A.J. Guirot, serving as Assistant 
Treasurer from his post in New Orleans, issued this note to the field on June 25,1861 while a second endorsement records that the note plus 
25 cents for earned interest was received by W.H. Letchford & Co. from F(rancis) H. Hatch, Collector for the Port of New Orleans on July 20, 
1861. The note is well printed and fully margined. We presently know of just a few more than 190 examples in the census.

The 
small New Orleans office was not equipped or staffed to do original high volume design and printing work, and only 14,860 of these notes were 
issued before the fall of New Orleans at the end of April, 1862. This design features vignettes of Minerva, Commerce, and Pat Lyon at his forge.

There are several points of view as to just exactly what T47 notes are or are not. Most will agree that this is not a regular issue design. The 
two most prevalent views are either that (1) These were experimental or essay issues designed to show what engraved signatures would look 
like in practice or (2) These were fantasy notes printed by some non-official source either during, or perhaps decades after, the Civil War. The 
notes look very much like T46 notes which were printed by Hoyer & Ludwig based on the portrait of R.M.T. Hunter. It is also interesting that 
the alleged printer's imprint appears as Keatings & Ball Columbus, SC. If, in fact, this note had been printed by Keatinge & Ball this would 
never have been allowed to go uncorrected. This could support this being printed by Hoyer & Ludwig, giving that firm an opportunity to 
make fun of their rival. This example also has the so-called checkered shield that appears in the center vignette with the seated allegorical 
figure. This modification to the shield, discovered in 2007, was undoubtedly originally done by whoever printed this note to “de-federalize” 
the look of the shield.

It is interesting 
to note that the imprint of the alleged printer on this note, Keatinge & Ball Columbia, SC is completely botched (undoubtedly intentionally) 
as Keatings & Ball Columbus, SC. Based on the details of the note design, such as Hunter’s portrait, the note would seem to be a product of 
Hoyer & Ludwig. Perhaps this was their way of giving the rival firm a proverbial “poke in the eye.” Another prevailing opinion is that this is 
a fantasy note of uncertain vintage printed by some non-official party. In any case, the type maintains great popularity with collectors and is 
avidly collected.

(2) It was produced at some point after the Civil War, aimed at the burgeoning collector market for Confederate rarities that began in the 
1870s. In either case, this is a rare note in very nice condition which should attract significant collector interest.

The two most prevalent 
schools of thought are that (1) this type was an essay or experimental note used to show the use of engraved signatures or (2) this was a 
fantasy note produced by a non-official source either during, or perhaps even decades, after the Civil War. In either case, the type remains 
quite popular with collectors and usually attracts active bidding. PMG notes staining which is not overly distracting.

An excessively rare and important piece from this very elusive War of 1812 issue. The $100 is the only denomination known from the Act of 
March 4, 1814. There are no $20 or $1,000 notes confirmed, even though they have been assigned Friedberg numbers. The example in this 
lot is one of only three complete double signature remainders enumerated along with a reported half note double signature remainder as 
listed on page 33 of Treasury Notes of the War of 1812 by Donald H. Kagin, Phd. There are no known issued notes from the Act of March 4, 
1814. The historical note in this lot also boasts a significant provenance as it has resided in the advanced collections of Mike Coltrane, Joel 
Anderson, James O'Neal, John J. Ford, Jr., and F.C.C. Boyd dating back to before the 1950s when Boyd was the owner. This piece last realized 
$31,200 when it crossed our auction block in November 2020. It has been the plate note since the 2006 18th edition of Paper Money of the 
United States Friedberg reference. Currently, it is plated on page 30 of the 22nd edition of that reference. In fact, it is also plated on page 38 
of the above mentioned Kagin reference. 


This uniface large format plate letter C note was printed by Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co. in Philadelphia. This note was part of a two-subject 
plate letter C-D sheet printed from an engraved copper plate on bond paper with red and blue silk fibers. At the upper right, an eagle flies 
with upraised wings as it holds an olive branch intertwined with greenery in its right talon and three arrows in its left talon. At bottom 
center, an American shield stands upright amid flags and weaponry. Intricate side bordering displays text and in the center are the required 
obligations. Spaces for the following include at top, the serial number, the date (in two styles), payee, and payment location and at bottom, 
the countersignature at left for the “Com’r of Loans” and two signatures at right for, “in behalf of U. States.” In the right border is an oval 
cartouche with the text, “of duties taxes and Public lands” clause. At lower left is the interest payable per day, month, and year table. The 
Friedberg reference reports approximately 24,000 $100 notes were issued. 


This intriguing example is nearly fully prepared, with a payee, but not issued. Samuel Clarke and Edward Fox signatures “in behalf” appear 
at lower right. It has serial number 9418 and is pen dated “Jan’y. 1 1815” with the “5” digit in the date penned over a penned “4” and with 
the one year payable date penned corrected to “1816” immediately below. It is payable to “A S Bulloch N. Agt or order at Philad’a.” Only 
the lower left “Comm’r of Loans” signature is missing for full issuance. The blank back is without endorsements. The other two complete 
March 4, 1814 $100 remainders are prepared in the same manner. Those two notes have serials 9414 and 9417 and the reported half note 
remainder listed in the census also has the Clarke-Fox signature combination. 


Overall, it is a handsome example that is uniformly and softly toned as it was when first cataloged as lot 380 in the Ford Part VI auction of 
October 12, 2004. PMG notes there is minor ink burn, which is from the penned corrections to the dates. We also observe a tiny clipping to 
the lower right corner tip that is outside of the frame line. 


The other two complete notes are recorded as plate notes and presumably tightly held. The offering of this illustriously provenanced rarity 
presents collectors with an extremely important opportunity which should be highly considered.

Extremely Rare Cincinnati $5 Demand Note - One of Only Eight Known 


21022 Fr. 4 $5 1861 Demand Note PMG Fine 12. 

To date, only eight reported survivors are known of this scarce Friedberg number. The note was payable at the Cincinnati Treasury Office, and 
with no “for the” varieties known to collectors, it is the scarcest of the different locales engraved on the 1861 $5 Demand notes. This Fine 12 
example is tied for the highest graded at either service. PMG has noted some minor tape repairs, butthose minor flaws are of little to no importance 
on a note of this rarity. The colors remain wonderfully strong and both signatures are well applied and fully legible. Friedberg states that, “the 
green reverses of the Demand Notes are the origin of the term ‘Greenback’ as applied to U.S. paper money in general.”

We also noticed that the example in this lot has the highest serial number in that 
listing of E414045A. It has crossed the auction block only one time previously in 2016. Of the 30 different serials listed in T&P, only three 
have achieved the highly desirable EPQ or PPQ grade modifier. That low figure includes the $100 in this lot. A look at the PMG Population 
Report backs up that observation, as they have graded 22 examples with only three earning EPQ. This is a seldom encountered opportunity 
to acquire a note on this Friedberg number with the grade modifier that everybody desires.

An Apparent grade was 
given for a restoration, which we believe is truly minor and concerns the edges. Only 44 examples of this Friedberg number are listed in 
Track & Price, and this mid-grade example retains a nice overall appearance.

Another new addition to the census tonight, this is just the 23rd example to be reported for this rare Friedberg number. These $500s from the San 
Francisco district are many times rarer than the $1,000s and seldom appear on the marketplace. Tonight’s new entrant is the first such piece to 
cross the public auction block in five years, and it is a bright, mid-grade example with excellent color on both face and back. Its only flaw is

A 
closer look at the T&P listing finds that two of those pieces reside within the walls of the San Francisco Federal Reserve Bank, while a third 
is under guard at the Smithsonian Institution. The portrait of Alexander Hamilton would later be used on small size $10 notes starting with 
Series 1928, while the American eagle on the back stands defiant. This $1,000 FRN is in a comment free third party holder, while the nature 
of its handling has the appearance of a note that was used as vault cash at a local bank, therefore needing to be routinely counted. However, 
that may be the only reason why this $1,000 has survived for over a 100 years.

Therefore, it was counting soil from a teller’s 
fingers and not a true stain. Being designated as a vault cash note, while having to go through the rigors of everyday counting, is probably 
why this charmer was able to survive for the collectors of today.

1196 to cross 
the auction block at this grade, as not even the massive collections of Doctors Lawrence Cookson or Edward Dauer contained a Fr. 1196 in 
this state of preservation.

23. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots shall be 
considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales including but 
not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

24. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period.

The backs of the Fr. 42 $2 Legal Tender Notes were printed by the 
American Bank Note Company, while the faces were printed by the 
National Bank Note Company. This lot contains a kraft paper page mea- 
suring approximately 9.5 by 12.5 inches from an ABNCo ledger address- 
ing various positions for the possible placement of “secret marks” within 
the back design. Nine green or black ink sections of the back displaying 
either the “2” counter at center or the “II” counter at far left and measur- 
ing up to approximately 2.75 inches in width are mounted to the page. 
Penned in red ink above each Proof section is a plate number from 3 to 11 
and below are dates in February and March (18)70. Next, are penned red 
lines that emanate from a tiny dot (the proposed “secret mark”) and ter- 
minate at its appointed location. This lot and the following two lots have 
been in the possession of our consignor for decades and offer a glimpse 
of how the ABNCo was going to stay ahead of counterfeiters. This single 
page mounted item is not graded and a left edge piece of the kraft paper 
is missing from the act of removal from a ledger, but none of the mounted 
Proof sections were harmed. Also, three edge tears have been sealed 
with archival tape on the back. The back of the kraft paper has “ghost” 
reversed images of nine other examples of Proof Fr. 42 sections with 
“secret marks.” For further reading on “secret marks” see the article,

Mounted to the kraft ledger page are plate numbers 21-25 with 
five different locations marked in red ink for the proposed location of tiny 
dot “secret marks” within a section of the back of this Friedberg number. 
This single page mounted item is not graded and six edge tears have been 
repaired with archival tape on the back. Also, pieces of kraft paper are 
missing from the left and right edges. The left edge missing piece goes 
close up to one green ink Proof section at upper left without harming it. 
At center, the missing paper also includes the removal of a slender por- 
tion of a black ink Proof section. Nonetheless, this is an historical item 
from the era when much of our nation’s paper money was printed by 
private bank note companies. The back of the kraft paper has “ghost” 
reversed images of nine sections of Proof Pick A244 Brazil 1 Mil Reis 
notes. Pick A244 was printed by the ABNCo. This Pick number does not 
carry a printed date, but it was issued in 1870. This tells us that United 
States and world notes that were in the ABNCo “secret marks” project 
were kept in the same ledger.

The history behind many of the changes seen on United States paper 
money have been lost with the passing of those intimately involved 
in the process. Fortunately in this case, Louis A. Coolidge, Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States, set aside some of the mock-ups from his 
tenure at the Treasury Department. These Essay Proof/Printer’s Models 
were printed as separate faces and backs, then cut and pasted to thick 
cardstock in order to reflect recent changes in the law as the wording “Or 
Other Securities” on a strip of paper has been pasted on the face at center, 
where previously for $20 1882 Brown Backs, “Deposited / With The U.S. 
Treasurer At Washington” had stood. 


In 1907, a financial panic started when Wall Street investors tried to 
corner the market of the United Copper Company. When the bid failed, 
there was a run on the banks backing the scheme. Soon, there were runs 
on banks across the nation. Unlike European nations, the United States 
did not have a central bank at the time. A need for a more elastic money 
supply was needed and by May 30, 1908, Congress passed the Aldrich- 
Vreeland Act. The legislation allowed national banks to issue paper 
money backed by other securities other than United States bonds. Those 
securities included municipal bonds and various types of short term 
loans. 


The changes in the law required design changes for National Bank Notes. 
Two types of Nationals were currently in circulation, Brown Backs and 
Red Seals. Some of the proposed changes to the Brown Backs can be seen 
in this lot. The two most important changes were the addition of the 
dates “1882-1908” on the back at center where the charter number was 
previously engraved and an addition of “Or Other Securities” was added 
to the end of the clause on the face stating, “This Note Is Secured By 
Bonds Of The United States.” 


To reduce the work load on the engravers, the new plates for the Brown 
Back to 1882 Date Back conversion revealed an uniform back design 
as the new back no longer featured the bank’s charter number at cen- 
ter and the state seal was removed to be replaced either by an eagle 
vignette, a vignette representing Mechanics, or a portrait of either George 
Washington or William Fessenden, depending on the denomination. 


This example is an interesting insight into design developing. Seldom do 
examples of Essay Proofs for National Bank Notes escape into the collec- 
tor domain.

This made these notes very popular with those paying 
such duties as they had traditionally been collected in the form of gold 
coin. This note, which has a vignette of Crawford’s Freedom and a por- 
trait of Alexander Hamilton as well as an intricate green back (thus the 
term “Green Backs”) has some repairs along with paper pulls on its back.
